The most important measure before 
parliament during the past week was 
the bill to reduce Canadian letter 
postage from 3c to 2c and to charge 
lc a pound postage on newspapers. 
The postmaster-general, in moving the 
second reading of the bill, stated that 
the possible loss of revenue resulting 
from the proposed reduction of post- 
age was $650,000 a year, suppesing 
the reduction in rate would not result 
in any increase in letter writing. He 
argued, however, from the results of 
reduced postage in ether countries 
that the ultimate Icss would not 
be nearly so great, asit was rea- 
sonable to suppose that more letters 
would be written. The revenue to 
be derived from charging a light 
postage rate on newspapers would go 
some distance towards making good 
the first loss on letters. He justified 
postage on newspapers on the ground 
that newspapers, subscribers or pub- 
lishers had no better right to have the 
free use of the mail service than any- 
one else. Besides the privilege had 
been abused. The mails were burd- 
ened with tons” of printed matter 
which was really special business ad- 
vertising and not news or literature, 
which free postage was intended to 
encourage. Sir Charles Tupper, Sir 
Adolph Caron and others on the con- 
servative side opposed the proposal 
evidently trying to make party capital 
out of.the self interest of publishers. 
But Ross Robertsen, independent 
conservative and proprietor of the 
Toronto Telegram, supported the pro- 
position. He said that the system of 
free postage placed legitimate news- 
papers at a disadvantage as compared 
with fake enterprises. The second 
reading of the bill was agreed to with- 
o:t a division. The whole debate 
only occupied the afternoon and eyen- 
ing sittings of one day. The post- 
master-general is entitled to all credit 
for introducing such radical measures 
of economy and reform in his depart- 
ment. This is not a case of the re- 
form government carrying out a con- 
servative policy. 

While there can be no complaints 
as to the amount of time taken up with 
the postal bill, the plebiscite bill, the 
the amended fast Atlantic line agree- 
ment, cr the discussion of the esti- 
mates,the-ame cannot be said of other 
matters which are projected into the 
house from time to time by members 
of the opposition.

The 
Dalton trail is acknowledged to be 
the commercial route from the coast 
to the Yukon. Jt will open up the 
country better than ary ‘other coast 
route. Canadian trade will have all 
the advantage over it that it could 
have had, over the Wrangel-Stikine 
route, or that the winter trade of 
Canada has over the Grand Trunk to 
Portland. With the secured offer to 
complete it within such a limited time 
there is no pablic reason that would 
warrant the refucal of the offer. 


KLONDIKE RUSH. 

A Montreal despatch of a late date 
says that parties of Englishmen are 
still arriving there by the St. Law- 
rence route bound for the Klondike.

The Amcrizan fleet is reported to have 
arrived at Santiago-de-Cuba on the 
southeasterly part of the island. 

Kingston, Jamaica.—Two United 
States warships, whose names were 
not discernable fiom shore, appeared 
off Santiago-de-Cuba yesterday, while 
the steamer Adula, which had just: 
arrived here frem that port with re- 
fugees, was in the harbor. The}; 
approached and drew the fire of the 
batteries at the harbor entrance. It is 
not certain whether the warships re- 
plied tothe fireornot. The firing continu- 
ed from noon to 1 o’clock. Capt. Walker 
of the Adula, who was coming out, 
could not see any marks on “Morro 
Castle. and inferred that the U. S. 
ships drew the fire. There was much 
excitement in the city. Regulars and 
volunteers were called out and new 
earthworks and batteries erected on 
each harbor entrance. The number 
and calibre of guns are not known, but 
it is known that there are twenty-one 
torpedos in the channel connected by 
electricity with the shore. 

The cruiser Mercedes, whose boilers 
are disabled. has been anchored so she 
can rake the channel for 3,000 yards, 
and the merchantship Mexico of Bar- 
celona, mounting four smail quick- 
firing guns, is in the harbor. 

Several coaling steamers and schoon- 
ers are at the wharves. 


A few days ago a German steamer 
brought sixteen thousand bags of rye 
to Santiago de Cuba. Rice and sar- 
dines are the principal food supplies.
